“The Fuel Commissioner shall take 
into account the mainner in which 
coal supplied to dealers is distribut- 
ed and is authorized to limit the 
amount of coal distributied to any one 
consumer when shortage of available 
coal exists.”

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German Duplicity Leaves No | 
Other Course, According to 
View of Officials 


JUVENILE COMMITTEE 


IN DEMONSTRATIONS 


Nation Looks to Young Men to 
Lead in Opposition to Pro- 
German President 


Washington, Dec. 21.—Argentina’s 
only course is war with Germany, in 
light of German duplicity within her 
borders as emphasized by the latest 
Luxburgh secret documents, author- 
ities held today. 


They anticipated that the intronite 


committee—“mainly students of mil- 


itary age’—would lead new demon- 
strations to force war and swerve the 
nation from following its pro-German 
president. 

Involved in the prospects of such 
a demonstration was a fear that rail- 
road property would be wrecked by 
the German agents and grain des- 
troyed to keep it from allied hands. 

There is a constantly growing ten- 
dency toward war among the Ar- 
gentine populace. 

While lacking transports, Argen- 
tina has 700,000 men she could send 
to France quickly. She could raise 
many more, in addition to being an 
extensive granary and supply de- 
partment for the allies. 

Ambassador Naon here took the 
surprising course of writing a letter 
to a local editor objecting to the lat- 
ter’s reference to “the clique” gov- 
erning Argentina and attacking Ar- 
gentina for shielding Luxburg now 
that his perfidy has been proven sev- 
eral times. 

Germany’s peace manoeuvers§ at 
this time will fail, was the firm: an- 
swer of government authorities to- 
day in view of publication of report- 
ed Teuton peace feelers. 

Moreover, there is some’ prospect— 
perhaps slight, but possibly excellent 
—-that Russia will awaken before it 
is too late and quit her peace nego- 
tiating with the Germans. 

No official indication nor outline of 
Germany’s peace proposals has reach 
ed this government. What has been 
advertised as Germany’s feeler was 
branded in official and diplomatic 
quarters as pro-German propaganda, 
fostered by a neutral legation and 
spread for Teutonic purposes. 

They could see naught but treach- 
ery behind Germany’s peace maneu- 
vers. They entertained the thought 
however, that Germany’s real mot- 
ives will finally sink into Russian 
consciousness and swerve the slav 
from separate peace, maneuvers. 


.lrotsky’s announcement that he had 


given the allies two months in which 
to join the peace movement may be 
an indication of waning enthusiasm 
in the midst of the mad muas rush 


for pëace. 
The most notable effects of vara 
many’s present manuvers toward 


peace are likely to be the threat of a | 
crushing drive on the west front and 
what is more important—the speed- 


ing of American war work. 


It is now clear that unless Ameri- 
can participation in the war has not} 
passed. the preparation stage by} 
spring, Allied confidence will begin 
to wane.

Toward Selfish Aims 


NO TERRITORIAL 


EXTENSIONS DESIRED | 


Pledges of Lloyd George Those 
Developed by Unanimous 
Views of Nations 


By Lowell Mellet 

London, Dec. 21.—Great Britain is | 
in full accord with the President’s 
outline of war aims that the fight of 
the world’s democracies to victory is 
not toward realization of selfish de- 
sires. 

Britain shales no territorial exten- 
sion except that which an interna- 
tional peace conference agrees is 
necessary to future security. 


The United Press is in a position 
to state today that Llyod-George’s 
pledges are those developed by prac- 
tically unanimous views of all gov- 
ernment circles. 

Of all the ringing utterances of 
the premier in his war aims speech 
of yesterday—including the dees and 
of restoration and compensation Me 
invaded territory—those which, 
effect pledged adherence to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s announced principle 
that nationalities should be permit- 
ted to work out their own destinies, 
were regarddd here today: as most 
striking., 

In thus putting England’s cards on 
the table the United Press is able to 
present this outline of Great Britain’s 
position from various high sources, 
following the prime ministers revo- 
lutionary announcement of England’s 
colonial policy. 

While the German colonies are re- 
garded as non-returnable because the 
peace conference must consider the 
future security of the British union 
of South Africa, yet Britain actually 
is not desirous of further territory 
there. She demands only the snipe 
nation of the standing menace 
German military outposts. 

Britain is also not in sympathy 
with the imperialistic demands at- 
tributed to minorities in other allied 
countries. She agrees that certain 
territorial readjustments are neces- 
sary—but only for the purpose of 
guaranteeing future security. 

Regarding Alsace Lorraine, Eng- 
land holds if the Germanized portion 
of Lorraine desires to remain Ger- 
man, that section should be allowed 
to be German territory. But the 
British empire holds that the greater 
part of Lorraine, as well as all of 
Alcase, realiy belongs to France. 

In the Balkans, adjustment of ter- 
ritoriail boundaries is held by Great 
Britain to be a problem for decision 
of the international peace body—but 
with adherence to President Wilson’s 
principal of lines of nations to be 
drawn on the basis of nationality of 
the people’s thereof. It is felt that 
the Balkan countries could never 
come to an cnc she EIEN among them- 
selves.

“Dear Mother: T shall now answer 
your letter as I have time this after- 
noon on account of having no drill. 
We have a three hour hike for this 
evening, They are giving us a lot 
of rifle practise now. When I shoot 
one of these army rifles it leaves a 
shot gun out of sight. They will kill 
at five miles. Our bayonets are 18 
inches long. The other day a lieu- 
tenant shot a goat. He had us 
hang it up and go at it with our bay- 
onets. We stabbed it in the neck 
and then in the body. We could 
even feel the steel strike the bones. 
Then we withdrew to give some of 
the others. a chance. This practise 
is to give us an idea of what it is 
to stab real flesh. 

“It isn’t the same here as it is in 
some camps. We get the real dope 
here. I don’t especially care about 
ra much rather
